NASHVILLE, April 17.—At a Radical

He urged 
the disfranchised masses to cease making 
incendiary speeches, to abstain from 
murder and assassination and A. John- 
son, and they would speedily be given 
the right of the ballot. He made no 
reference to the Gubernatorial canvass, 
but accused Johnson of plotting in con- 
nection -with the election of Supreme 
Judges, which takes place next mvunth. 


NEW: ORLEANS. 


New Orveans, April 17.—At full 
meeting of the Caamber of Commerce, 
the special Committees on Grain reported | 
in favor of organizinga Grain Associa- 
tion, with a capital of $200,000, the Di- 
rectors and officers to be elected as soon 
as the sum of $50,000 is subscribed.

THE AURORA BOREALIS. 

The observatory here took observa- 
tious jast nigut of the great magnetic 
storm which was visible for several Louis 
in the Eastern part of thecountry. The 
storm waa first heralded by telegraph 
from the northwest, and moved soutb- 
ward at the rate of one. hundred miles 
an hour. The telegraph line reported 
its progress all the way from the north- 
eastern portion of the continent as far 
south as Wilmiaogton, N. C. At seven 
p.m. it took «possession of all the tele- 
graph lines leading out of New York 
city, so that it was ingposssible to work 
the wires for half an hour. In two hours 
from that time the magnetic waves or 
flashes of electric light, so to speak, 
reached Washington. As the storm 
paesed on, the wires from Washington 
to Boston were taken possession of by an 
auroral current. Tae galvanic batteries 
were removed from the line by the ope- 
ratora, and the telegraph was then work- 
‘ed from Weshington to New York, aud 
from New York to Boston, without any 
batéeries whatever. Dispatches were 
sentto the President with no other mo- 
tive power than the magnetism which 
came from tbe heavens.
